' But in regai^ this Province, as alfo that of 
S^alaniy is very full of Boggs and Fenny Grounds; 
the contiual Foggs, and the overflowing the 
Country for four Months together, are the caufe 
that the Air is v^ry thick apa unwholibme. 

Holland is at this day the moft potent and the 
richeft Provbce, I, will -not fay of the Liw- 
Coumrics^ but of the whole Worii HerRichea 
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appears in her Well Garifon'd, and Ivell For-* 
pfy*d Cides,in the multitude of her SloopS9Batks 
and Veflels that Trade over all the World ; Vf 
iier abundance. of the Frqyifion aad Warlike- 
Ammunition, with which flie ftirhiflies the great- 
eft part of her Neighbors, and her Enemies 
dtemfelves, as ^hen ibe fold Powder» fiuXets, 
and Ships to the Spaniards^ wHh whom^.foe was 
then at War. This Province furniiKes Annually in- 
credible Sums toward the Es^encies of the &ate« 
In. a word, to jgive a perfect iJea of the Wealth 
of Holandf in refpec^ of the other Provinces ol 
the Union ; you muftknow that when thegene-^ 
ralic^ ftands in need of a Hundred tfaoufand 
Livers, the Province of Holland zXont furniflies 
Fifty eight thouiand threie hundred 'and nine; 
Xivres. one Sous, and ten Deniers; and the 
Provinces of Guilders, ^ealand, Vtrech^ Fri:{e^ 
OveryJJel and Gromnguc find the reft. 

However, befides the Debt of iht Generality, 
the Province of HoSsnd owes above Sixty five 
Millions, for which they pay Intereft at 4 per 
Cent.^ but with fo much eale, and fo much txr 
adnefs, both as to the Principal and Intereft, 
that no Man is pur to demand it a Second time. 
' 'lis taken fora.Favcur to have a STtock going 
in the Bank,, and they that are fent for to re- 
ceive their PrindpAli when the £ank has no 
mt)re occalion for it, look upon it as* a great 
misfortune tha« they cannot have it lye there 
any longer, as not knowing where to place ic 
more fecurely to ihiek advantage. -

* *Tis (aid that the Ancient Inhabitants of thi^ 
Province, having.. Coniecrated thd Forefts witb« 
which it abounded to their counterfeit Deides* 
Heaven intending their puniihment in the Ycar*^ 
8^0, fern fuch a furious Tempefti that the Sands^- 
which by the violence of the Sea, w^re forc'd 
toward the Sfaorei having ftopt up the moutlr df^ 
the i^wnear Cahpkk^; the River overflowed all 
tbe'0)iwtry, bore down al( the Tirces and Hou- 
fcs, and threw it felf into the Channel of the* . 
hicufe* In the Year 1 42 !• there happen'd an- 
other Inundation which feparated the City oP 
Dordrecht from the Land, Dr<Rvned Sixty two**

the Province was all under Water before they 
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GOQld repair^ cfae Breach. Iq the Tear i6Sii .

Thirty Villages, and 'occafiony the lofs.bfa.^ 
world of People and Caccel, that were fur- 
pnz>d in the >Jight-'time by the violence of the 
Water. *Twas lucky for Holland, that the Scu^ 
tufi Wiid,which is between ih& Sou^ and the£<f/l, 
gained that which was oppoSce to it; for the Sea 
warffo fwcird, tliat'the Water rofe Eighteen Foot 
higher then the higheft Land in-the Province 
except the Dffspns before-mentioned.

Thefe Gattd arc bigger then thofe we have in 
trance i and every Cow gives generally between 
1 8. and 20 Pints a Day,. Faris mearare Wc 
are aflured that the Mitk which the Cows of 
HoSand and ^^aland give every Year, furpaf- 
fcs in quantity the Wine which is mafdebver alt 
Biprpmdy. Toward the beginning of the Winter 
.they take up their Cows from Graft, extrea&ily 
fit as xhsj arc, and fcH the greateft to- the In- 

\ habitants of the Ctties to Kill and Salt tip for 
rbeir iiiual Provifion; the reft they keep fpr 
Milk during Winter. 

Their Butter whfeh is. excellent, and which 
they fend all dver Europe^ they make after this 
manner. When they have well Churn'd their 
Butter, over every Twenty pound of Butter they 
ilrow H^lfe a pound of Salt ; and the next day 
they Churn it agen^ with a Iittlp more Salt f 
and then put it into Barrels well preft, to the 
end it may not take Air. They alfo lay Salt at 

• the top of the 'Barrel, four Fingers dteepi bc-^ 
fore they nail it up. 

^ They naake two ferts of Green Cheefe, which 
k very much efteemed, efpecially thcfirft^ which 
they make withParfky bruis'd in a Mortar, and 
ftram*d through a Cloth. This Juyce they mix 
with their Milk, adding withal Cloves, Ginger, 
Oiiomin or Aunifeed j but thd the Hollanders 
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prize this fort of Checfe extreaaily^Toragaers: '- 
do not rcKfh it. JTheir other way of making^ 
Green Checfe, ir perform'd by the help ©t ' 
Sheeps-sdttng,! which tlipy heap together in May:^* 
which that they ttiay fa^ve Clean and neat, they : 
fatten little Bags under tbe^Sheeps Tails ; and 
this Dang they kilead and Salt, as they do But- ' 
ter. When they make ufc of it, they take fuchr* 
a quantity as they intend to put into their Vef--' 
iel, and it rain it through t Hair-Ctotfa, mix*d' 
with a little Milk. Which* done, they put it * 
int(i the Milk Which they would Bare to Curdle, 
which by that iti^ns becomes Green, and' thcnr*^ 
they prefs the CUrd intoCheefe* And they that 
underftawi how this Chcfefe is made,' like it ve-/ 
ry well. 

Anciently the Pfovirice o(Botlandv;zs poflcft' 
by. tbc-i^>w3«j ; nor was it till the Year 44^.'

If a Slave can but fet his Foot in HoJiatuk he pre-, 
fently.; becomes a Freeooan. He is not permit- 
ted to mifufe a Selrant s and bow . impertinent 
foever he may have been to hi& Mafter, he has 
not the liberty. to put him away,uiileis he pay him. 
three Monthi Wages, over ana above the time 
that he has ferv'd .him, unhrfs he be convict of 
any Roguery, in whicb ca(e his Alafter.may de=. 
Kyer him over into the hands of Jufticc, but 
miift not correct him himfelf. If a Servant com- 
plains to the Magiftrate, that his Maftet or Mi- 
ftrefr have beaten him, and that there be any, 
probability be fpeaks Truth, they are condemn d 
to pay a Fine. 

The HoSahders^ztt very Induftrious, and they 
go through with ^whatfoever they undertake^ 
and they undertake whatever they- ^ think ihcy 
can get by.

it be true, that Peribns of Quality order their 
Kitchins after the French manner. 

The Hollanders never Eat nor D^ihH' before 
Nooni unlefs it be a fmall fup of Brandy or 
Wormwood^ Wine. The Morning is fet aparif 
fcr Bufinefi, and the Afternoon for Vifiw or 
Pftafure. Neverthelefsithey never make a vr- 
ft xo any Body, without knowing befote-hand,* 
whether they (ball not be troublefbme ' or na 
This Rule is Xo General, that a Mother will not 
ftit out of her Houfc to<,lee a Sun or a Daugh- 
ter, without fending to ask Ifjave. Nor is it 'any 
incivility, to fend back word, that Madam is 
hrxfk a Mrafliing, or about any other pi^ce of 
Hufwivery, or that Moafieur is looking overbid 
Wardiou fe, or cafting up his AccemptSi and is 
not at leifure to receive a Vifir.

The Cune Treafurer receives the Forfeitures 
alfo of 1 8 Deneers, to which they are con- 
demn'd, who negled^ to accompany the Dead' 
that dye within their Qgartcr, of which, the 
Meirs arc bound to make a voluntary Prefent to^ 
the Receiver! They who purcFafe any Lands 
or HobfiS, pay the Duties of Alienation, which' 
are very moderate, and 'many times remitted at* 
the difcretion of the Purchafer. 

When the Treafurers Purfe is full, the Neigh- - 
bors meet at the Matter of the Chatters Hbbfe,* 
wh^re they prefix a Time and Place to Feaft 
with the Money, Generally they go to a Vil- 
lage, wtere for four Days together, they do no- 
thing butEat, Di^inb> Smoak and Sing. All the 
Keighbors|;o with their Wives, but they muft 
not carry neither their Children nor their Dogs; ' 
for ftar of a Forfeittire. -Before they fit down 
to the Table» they -agree upon certain Laws t« 
be obferv^d during their Merriment, and among 
the reSty that no body fhall be conftrain d to 
T>rink more then, they have a mind to, not to-

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X2garrel or gtv^ ill Language*, nor lo talk of 
Kei^ion, becaufe of the variety of QpioHMS. 

If the Treafiirer's Stock be not luffideot to 
defray the Expences of the^estftvtbey Aile&ooe 
another to make4ip the overplus. Now, tbd 
there ju-e.fey^al People in this AjQembLy, they 
all look upon one another as raual in Conoer% 
and take their Places as their Lot fiUls. When 
they Drink any bodies Health, they never drink 
off their Cups, but .pour freih Wine uj)on what 
they leave, and pre^nt the Glafi to hitn who is 
to drink next. At other Meetings they pour out a 
. whole Bottle of Wine into a large Gla(s, where- 
in they drink by turns, till they have drank all 
up, and it would be a ^reat piece of Incivility, 
to refufe drinking afcer em. The Mafierof the 
Houfe for the moft part drinks firft of all $ nor 
dare the Guefts prefmne to drink, till the .Ma- 
iler has (hew'd 'em the way by hisJExao^Ie > and 
t-hereare-fome of the,common Ibrt of Wemen thivt 
fmoak Tobacco like Men, but not very many. 

But becaufe . the Country is very cold, and 
Men as well as the Women, make ufe of little 
low Stoves, which they call Suttvej^ to keep 
their Feet warm : they alfo make .ufe of em iu 
their CJhurches j and the Sexton furniflies all that 
comes £br a Sous a Man, or a Crown a Year. 
By which, means they fleepat their Eafe, when 
the Preacher is not able to keepVm awake by 
bis Rhetorick. The Women alfo and young 
Maids wear Drawers to defend em from the 
Cold, -They are. fo Devoted to^fceir good Houfe- 
wivery, that they never ftir out or Doors but 
upon Sundays and. Holidays, -wfien their Huf- 

band^ 
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%and»and ^raics Ake 'em to walk dno^. Ti$ 
tfa^tbit. take all the carp of their SiicpS) die 
Men^iiot medliQe wipb cbeir Trade. 

' Thett^ noP^fde in^e World more neat 
latb^ MQveai>ies» nor in tfacir Ctoatfas then 
tikt HcXanders. You ibatl nerer fee tkdrXjar- 
inents, either wiA any boles in ^em, or {decfd.. 
'And fuch as wear their QoathspaccbM, are looked 
iipon as poor. People. The Senrants goq all in Vel- 
inetPantofles^ or elfe of Sbagg Pluih. All tfaehr 
Houfes are buBt of Bricky with much ezacftneft 
of Symmctrvj'and new Whiten*d within-fide eve- 
ry Year, ana adorhM with White or Black Mar- 
ble: The Walls of thpir-Kitchins are all lic^'d 
with Flanders Tile> but you Ihall fee very few 
Rooms hang'd with Tapeftry, by reafon ef the 
Moiftnefs of the Walls, But in exchange, they 
iare adom'd with Piftures of the beft Mafters 
io Eurppe^ and lovely Geographical Maps.^ Ml 
the forepart of their Houfes is enlichten*d 
with Glals-winciows, like the Baibers Shop^ in 
Pariy with this diiSerence, that the Windows in 
Holland are almoft all Venice Glafi, which they 
wafli two or three times a Week , whereas the 
Glafs in France is very thick and ill kept. 

In the Month of Majy there is not a Woman, 
of what Quality foever ihe be, that has not her 
^otife walh'd from the Garret to ' the Cellar j 
and all the Houfiioid-ftufi' fcour'd with Sand, 
even to the handles of their old Brooms. When 
all is well wa(h'd,they dry 'em with Linnen Mopsj 
at what time* they that come into the Houfe 
nuft pull off their Shooes, or put on Sandals, 

hich are prefented to him, tor fear of dirtying

-However, this wafiiing their Streets and their 
.Houff^s^ ismoreea(iIy4one, and morenecefiary 
in Holland then in other places, becaii^ every 
Houie h^s a Punip belonging to it, which .fupr 
plies 'cm with as much Water a^ they want. And 
the Buildings are fo builr,that the Water runs in- 
to the Streets^and empties k felfinto the Cunal^on 
each fide of which there is a large key with a Walk 
. Lime-Tfees. As to the neceffity rf Wafhing, 
^you^re to underftand, that th^ moifture is io 
extraordinary, that it engenders a world of Ver- 
min in thfir Houfes ; bccaufe all the Goods in 
the lower Rooms grow either Mouldy or Rufty 
in iii^ays j and yet the upper Rooms are fcl- 
dom inhabited, as being referv'd for Ware-hour 
fes*; the HcUanders taking more care of iheir 
Goods then of their Heakh. 

I never 
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J oeyer. was in any .port of the Worl<i> vfkc^ 
there are ' fuch great Impofts as in Hojtani > in- 
fomucli, that wUen a Man' befpeaks ^a Difli of 
Fiih ac'a Tavern m.AmJierdanh above Thirty 
« feveral Excises are paid for the Ingredients of 
the Sawce i yet the People pay *em without, 
murmurit^g,. by reaibn that every one gains fii 
coniiderably by his Profeflion. I will not under- 
take to give a particular Schedule of all the (e* 
vera! Cuftoms and Duties which are rais'd in 
this Countrv ; I (hall only lay, that there is not 
a Cow of KineTears old, which being Sold for 
Sixiy'Livres, has not ;^d Seventy to the State; 
That no Body (ets a Difli of Meat upon his Ta* 
bte, that Jias not paid above. Twenty forts of Im- 
pofts ; and that there is not a Beggar that b^ 
his Bread from Year, to Year, who does not 
bring in above Twenty Crowns to the State, by 
means of the Duties that are taken for Bread, 
Beer, or other Provifions vvhich he confumes. 
Every Servant pays Six Livres a Year. Mark'd 
Paper was iectfd there before it was brought in- 
to ule in l^rance i but^fter a difierent manner ; 
For the Paf)er is paid for proportionabiy to the 
confequence* of the ContracS:, There are Ibme 
Sheets will coft above Fifty Crowns, and the 
leaft pays Three Sous and a halfe : During the 
War^ the Inhabitants have paid the Two bum 
dredth Penny of the value of all their Eftates : 
only they who Jiave not Two thou fand "Livres 
Principal) are exempted. At fuch a time a Man 
may be thougbt to be very miferable, whofi^ 
Eftateiswell known; for this Two hundredth 
Penny mufl be paid asoften as tlie Exigencies of 

tacc re<iuiri. When 
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When tlie Rivers are frozen, and that the 
fioarS cannot pafs from one Town to another, 
for all chat the HeBanders will Travel, by the 
means of certain Siedds drawn by Horfes over 
the Ice; orQver the Snow^ and wherein they 
carry their Provifion along with *em* They 
who will not take the benefit of Sledges, make 
ufe of Skates, which are wooden Inventions, 
with a Tongue or Languet of Steel, which they 
piit under Am Shoes, and with which they 
Aide with fo mv€b fwifcnefs, that they will Tra*- 
vel in this manner above Sixty Leagues' in lefs 
then an Hour an a halfe, without being tyr* d« 
Lords and Ladies of Great Quality make no 
Icruple to go a fijding upoif the Canals, witlr 
thefe kind of Skates ; at what time an infinite 
of Spe<fkatori refort to the fides of the Canal, to 
laugh at thole that have the misfortune to ^tch 
a fell ; which very ircquenrly happens.- And 
this Divertifeaient redoubles when feveral Sli- 
ders, taking hold of one another behind in a long 
chain together, if the firft happens to fall, tbea 
^11 the reft tumble; and themedfey of Men and 
Women. Boys and Girls, Ladies and Pealants, 
altogether in a heap on one anorher, is very Co-^ 
mical to behold. 

There are feveral forts of Religion tolerated 
in Holland, more e^cialiyrat Amfterdam, where 
there are above Thirty forts, tbo they are not 
all allowed freedom of Exercife, The l^man 
Cd^W/ci^j had very beautiful Churches, but the 
Proteftants made themfelves Matters of *em, af- 
ter they had once (haken off the Sfmifh Yoik. 
They have <)nly Chappels now in fome pHvat«.

very numerous, but in the lower Degrees of 
People, Mechanicks and Seamen. . 

But AcCalvifiifls make the Body of the P^- 
ple, and being poflfelsM of all jthe publick 
Churches in the Dominion^oftbeState,ro like- 
wife the prevailing Part of the* .Clergy belong 
to them. But they have neither Lands nor 
Tirbes,nor any Authorized Contributions from 
the People, but certain Salaries from the State, 
upon whom they wholly depend 5 fo ichat alfcho 
.r5cy are many times very bold iri Teaching and 
Preaching ag^iintt the Vices* and frequently the 
innocent Enterrainmwits of Perfons moft confi- 
derablc in the Government, as the Vulgar ion ; 



yet they never are heard to cenfare or oontroul 
the publkk Adions, or Refoludoos of State.

Tp H E Trade of the Hollanders i$ (o far ea?*' 

*■ tended, that it may be faid to have nootlier 
Bounds, then thofe which the' Almighty fet to 
the World" at theCrcation. At leaft it is cer- 
tain there is no Sea, no part of the inhabited 
Earth, wherein ttie Hollanders do not drive a 
Trade. And we are beholding to *ein for aii 
infinite number of noUe Difcovefics, which they 
have made in the New World. . 
- • Holland is the beft feared for Trade of any 
Country in Europe^ th6 her Ports be none of the 
beft. She is environ'd with the Sea, inter-cUt 
with Rivers that facilitate Tranfportation froih 
Place r6 Place* TheThicknefs of her Air, and 
the G>ldnefs of her Climate, incline her Inha-^ 
bitants to Labour. And therefor^ it has been ob* 
fervM , not without good rcafon, that the Sou- 
thern People are much more Effeminate, and 
more flothful than the Northern; 

Thcir^Herring Fifherie is fo confiderable, that 
(bme have callM it the Gold Mine of Holland. 
This Fiftierie is carried on upon the Coafts'of 
Enjdand. In order .to which, in the Month of 
June they fet Sail from the Meufi with about 

t) 1 800 
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^oo fiarks* and generally they caft their Nets 
into the &a upon«S^ Jchrts Eve. •And fince 
they have found the way of Salting their Filh, 
they carry prodigious quantities into all pars of 
the World. One jVtJliam Bueckpld ^ who 
dy'd at Bier^Vlht, in the Year 1347.- found 
outthis .Secret, for which reafoot to Eternize 
his Memory, the-Hatodpr/ ereded him a Tomb,- 
which Charles V. Honoured one day with his Pre- 
lence. Toward the end of the Summcr^when the 
Herrings bqgin to flioot their Spawn, they take 
fo vaft a Quantity, that I have kuowii a hun* 
dred fold for a Sous.

But, how great, foever the Trade of thefc 
Companies may be» 'tii not to be compared with 
that of the Eafi-lndia Company > who by main 
Force, and under the Protedion of the States- 
General^ excitcife their Trade in the Eaft and 

" The 
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The Company of the Fenylndieh is tbar 
which Trades fnto the ff^ft-lnJiesiiiis call'd the 
Company of the Penylndiesy becaufe it is nor fa 
powerful nor fo opulent as that of the Eaft-btJies. 
And their weaknefs proceeds from hence > for 
that vthe Portugnefes are ftronger in America then 
the Hollanders. BefiJes, they who are concern d 
in the Great Company, jealous c^ the Rile 
and Growth of this,' ever fince they niade them- 
felves Mafters of the Bay of Todos los Santos^ 
and their raking the Silver Fleet in 1629. have 
done all that lay in their power- under-hand to 
ruine it : not to mention the Wars, which have 
very much interrupted^ their Trade; th& Com- 
pany not being able to ^ut to Sea fuch oume* 
tousConvoys as the other. To which we may 
alfo add, thait the Plamations which other Na^ 
tions oi Europe have fettled in AmericOy have 
been no w^y to their advantage* 

As to the Eafl'India Company, which othc^ 
call the Greaf Indies^ it is compos'd of Fiftie fo 
Merc^ants> who Aflbciated together upon the 
firft fettlement of this Company, and were af- 
terwards incorporated. It refembles a Puiflant" 
Republick, Jiavlng fcveral Kings her Tributa- 
ries, above Thirty thoufand Men in Pay, and a 
Hundred and Fifty men of War. It boafts of 
having* Conquered' more Leagues of Countryi 
. then there are Acres of Land in BoHand, She 
it is that makes the name of the HoUandfrs formi- 
dable to the People of the jE/i/?,^whom they dc- 
fpdil of their choiceft Wealth , as Diamonds, 
Pearls, Gold, Silver, Ivory, Red Copper, Pepper, 
Musk,Cinamon,Ginger,Cl6ves,Silk>and a number .

Befides, the Sov:eraigaCouqcil,tbere is a Coun-

A Mfierdam, which in Lafin is caU'd Amfleh:- 
if^ damum, is ^ City Co fieautiful fb Rich, and 
ib Potent, ti^c without^ any fcruple, it may be 
call'd Thc-Miracie and Peart ofali ^e Cities of the 
H^rld. It derives its Name from the little River 
q£ Amfiek which throws it fclf into an Arm of 
the^Sea« caU'd ihtThcj, Which forms the Port 
cf Amfterdam* We find that the Original of ic 
was a Caftle* which GifeiberP^LovA of AmfteU for- 
tified upon the Bank of that River, in 1204. 
•Upon which, feveral Fifliermen, who HvM only 
in 5traw Hatts before,. built fome Houfes under 
the Protetftton of that Caftle ; by, which means 
it came to be a Village, which was infenfibly ea- 
larg'd into a confiderable Burrougb; to which 
Count Florant IV. granted feveral Immunities

in rite Year 1235. Thisclrewto it new Inhar 
bitancs, who fbmetime after gave the name of 
C^ity CO tfaat which before was only a £urrou^> 
caird Amftildanty from tht nzme of the River 
^ac ran by it, ^nd the word DamrHy which fig* 
oificsa Cawfey, or level piecp of Ground. 

.I'his little City wasuhiced to the Earldom of 
Holland^ to which Count W**4i« IV,»gave nc\w 
?riviledges in the Year 1342. which *-4i4rt*/ of 
3}i^^M - afterwards coB^rm'd>> and alio gave, 
ite Inhabitants leave to enlarge rbek City« So^ 
that^the Situation, the Trade, and the Induftry 
©f heFInhabitanis render'd her very confidera-^ 
l>Ie.. But in regard She w^ oaly as yet Tur- 
rounded with Palifado's, they added Steel Heads^ 
tathe Wooden £;akes that inclos'd it: but in, 
tjie Yean 1481. it waseocompafs'd with Brick. 
Wajls. Since that time, this City has beeh'fe- 
yeral times^ enlarged j To that there is nffw no- 
longer any Footftep<>f - her fbio^r Lhslen^fs and 
Poverty remtining : You (ee noc the leaft figii< 
of her old Foundations, the Houfes refembling^ 
mrh^r Palaces then Filher-Aicns Hutts> But 
that which is more f^irprizing is' this, tbatall^ 
thcfeftately Houfes, above Pour Hundred Stones 
Bridges, about 'Twelve large Towers, and fe*- 
verab fpaeious. publick Edifices, are buitt upon. 
Piles, byreafbn that the Ground being apen- 
fedl Bbgg, is notable to fupport any folid Foiin* 
dation. Thefe Piles arc yiewM and repair'^ 
from time to time ^ for fhould they be hifferM 
to Kvh the burthen of the Building would: 
iym(h.*cra , to pieccsi. 
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The BLiv^r of Afnji&l crofles the City from 
one end to the other, ^nd falls into the Jhcy^ 
ixnder the Change, which is the Piace where the 
Merchants n^eet evefy day : Tliis Great Build 
ing being dr^rch*d,fo that great Barques pafsd * 
Idden tinker it formerly 'i but by ieafon that fe- 
verarmifcarried by reaforlof the Darknefs, and 
the violeuce of the Water when the Sluce was 
open'd, that Paflage is (hut up with large Grates, ' 
which leave no paflage but only for the Water 
to fun through.

States of the Province, 
th6 She alone pay* more to the Publick Trea- 
fury then ail the reft i which proceeds from 
hence, for that She was one of thelaft that quie- 
ted the I^man Ftcligion, and the ," Party of Sfaitu ' 
For tho the Union of Wtrecht W.is' entred inYo 
in the Year i 579. Atpfterda^ dld'not forrender to 
thePrince of Orrfwg^ till Eight Years after; that 
i$,not.iih the Ye^r 1 587,having before that,feyeral 
times expclPfl the Catholick Minifters, and- all 

. Ihofe jhai jiude Erofe^Cya.Of the New Relfgi- 
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en. And when ttiey capiculaced Hfith the Prince 
oiOr4ngei*iyfvas upon conditioci^ chat there fhould 
be no alteracioa made in the Government, and 
that the I{$man Catholicks fliould have the fame 
Liberrj', ^nd cl^e fame freedom of the cxercifc 
of their Religion, as the Proteftants, But thefe 
Conditions were not regarded. For when the 
I>agues were entred into , they Expeird the 
Ecclefiafticks and the Monks, and Fryars, -leizM 
upon their Churches, demoliih'd their Altars, 
broke their Images, andiilenc'd the Exercife *of 
the Homan Catholick Religion, which nevcrthc- 
kfs, was privately permitted for Sixty Years 
together, till it came to be pubfickly tolerated* 
ag^in, as oow it is.. For while I was at Amfler^ 
■Stm^ the Pj///if had 85 Houfesor Chappcis to 
meet in, for their Wor(hip, and where Mafs was 
publickly faidjforvi^ichtbey pay an Annual Tri- 
bute to the Magiftfate, They have alfo a long 
Square of Hou fes for their Nuns talivc in^who are 
not (hut up in Cloifters, as. in. Popifh Countries, 
but may go in an<l out at pleafure, and Marry- 
, too, if they grow weary of a Religious Life. 
One part of the Churches were deftroyM 
the reft were madie ufe of by the C4/W«i/'Zj,who* 
gavcibme to the Luiherans^ as alfo to the Em- 
li/h and French Proteftants. The Church of 
St. Peters^ \vhich was the Chiefeft, is now made 
a Slaughter Houfe. The Fierntngs enjoy to them- 
felves th^ Church of St. NichoLiSy which they 
call the Old Church, where there.v/ere. former- 
ly 35 Altars J as alio that oi St. I^^thtiyes up^ 
en the Damm, where there were alfo 34 Altars, 
"which are all dtmoIilh*cL The Pulpit of that 

Church 
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Church, coft above Five and twenty thoafand 
Crowns, being a piece of Arcfairedure, Re- 
prefenting the Principal HKlories of the Old and 
New Teftanfcnt. In the laft Age; there were n6 
lefs then Seventeen Nunneries for Women, be- 
fides Convents for Men. But the Nunnery of 
Santa Claravfus in the Year 15951 chang'd into 
a Prifbn, which they calfd Tuehtbuyfiny and in 
other Cities l^ffhuyjin^ where they ihuc up Idle 
Rogues, Sturdy Beggars, and Offenders, who 
have deferv'd any fort of puhifliment Jefs thcrt 
Death. And thefe Houfes ferve inftead of the 
Gallies, to punifli MaIefa(flors. The fame Year 
was^ eredied a Houfe of the lame nature, for 
the irnprifonment of Loofe and Idle Women and 
Wenches. And during the Fair-time, all Peo- 
ple have liberty to go into thofe Houfes, and 
fee the miferable*condition to which thofe wiekr 
ed. People have rt^duc'd ihenifelves by their irt 
ConduvJl, 

The Jcwj, who are very cdnfiderabJc for the 
Trade of this City, have Two Synagogues, one 
of which is the lar^eft in Chriftendom, and as 
fome fay, in the World. Within their Court- 
Yard where there Synagogue ftands, they havQ 
feveial Rooms or Schools, wijere thdir Childi-en 
arc taught Hcbrevo, and carefully inftrucftpd in 
the J<?n>//J? Principles.

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is Adorn d with Three Bfais Statues, reprefent" 
ing Juftice, Fortitude and Plenty ; and a. Mar" 
ble Pidure of a Woman in Rcliefj who fup* 
ports the Arms of the City, with a Neptune, Lf 
ens', Vnicornsy and the Figures of foaic Herd's* 
In the niiddle ftands eredied a handfbm round 
Tower, in the foriii of a Duamcy advanced about 
Fifty Foot above the reft of the Building, the 
Roof fup{)orted by Pillars, arid adorn'd with 
Imajges, and a Dyal, to which belongs a Chime 
of fiells, which at certain times are plaid on by 
a Perfon, who has a Salary for that purpofe 
Jjpon the Front to the JVeft^ above the Cover- 
ing ftands. an Atlatj bearing a very large Globe 
of Copper upon his Shoulders. Thole that 
have the Curiofity may go into this Globe, paf- 
fing through the Body pf the Atfay where, are 
Three litdfe Windows, through which you may 
dyerlooj^ the whole City. But tliey never let 
any Body go up in the heat of Summer, for fear 
of being ftiffd. ; 

The; Infide of this Houfe anfwers to the Beau- 
ty and Magnificence of the Outfide, Being en- 
trcd into the Porch^ through any of rhfeoeven 
Doors befpre-tnentioned, you enter intef the 
Houfe by Two large Gates, between which 
ftands the SeJJiowHa\ opening into' the Street 
by Windows with Bars of Caft Brafi ; and this 
Room is atJorned with many curious Marble 
Carvings. Below on the Outfide are the Prf* 
Ions for Debtors and Crfminals, from whieb no 
f risner ever efcaped; We muft not give any 
gr^at. Commendations to this part, for fear of 
belying the Proverb, Vfidch ts^h that never any 
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Prifins were very leamfid. On the other fi4e 
under Vaults* is that famous Treafary, caird 
The Bank, of Amfterdaoit of which more in due 
-place > The Guari-Chamber where the Burghers 
keep the . Head Watch> and where the Keys of 
the City Gates are kept iock'd up in a Cheft all 
Night. From whence, afcendiog up the Firft 
Story, you come into the Bur^ersHaS, which 
is a large Room pav'd with Marble* a Hnudred 
and twenty Foot Long, Fifty feven Broad» and 
Ninety eight Foot h^h> in the Floor of which 
are in-laid in Mar}>le, the two Faces of the 
Terreftrial Globe , and that [ of th^ Celeftial» 
which ingenioufly fhews as in a Map, the iitua- 
tion (^Kingdoms, Provinces* Mountains, Wood% 
Rivers , Longitudes, liititudes. Circles, toge- 
ther with the l^ Signs of the Zodiack; all in 
their natural Colours,, and diftingui(h*d witb 
Plates of Brafs, Each of which Maps are iz 
Foot in Diameter.' There is al(o another Map 
in-laid upon the Marble, wherein arc f epre- 
iented all the Coaquefts of the Hollanders in the 
Indies, 

The wprft is, that it is greatly to be fear'd, 
left this curious Workmanlhip will be fpoiPd in 
a little time, by reafcn of the infinite numbers 
of People that tread upon it every day, walking 
Jn the BaSiy and m.uft of neceflity wear* it out 
with their Feet. At the end of ih\% HaU is the • 
Chamber where are Trj'd all Civil Caufes be- 
tween Man and Man : and in the Galleries 
which goe round two Square Courts on each fide

fillets drawn upon the Bank,, are , the moft u fuajl , 
Payments which the Merchants make, rtq body 
fcrupling totake 'epi for ready Money. Tis 
to be obfcrv'd that the Banjc never pays any In- 
i;jerefl: to tlipfe that carry their. Money thither, 
which brings in a confiderable . P-rofit to the Ci- 
. iy, which oy this means may Trade, with the 
Money bf . particular Perfons. For in regard 
there are nuoibers oF People who are very much 
troublecl to find which way to eniploy their Mo^ 
ney with fifety^ at Two, or Two and a half 
fer Cent. Profit, ,unle6 in Trade or Navigation, 
many People who have^reat Sums of Money by 
*em, chuTe ratlier to put it. in the Bank, then to 
keep it at home.. Formerly, 
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Formerly, the Arms of Amjterdam^ were a 
Ship without a Helm. But Count H^IUam of 
Hsjtnauit^ in ' i 342. gave them a new Bearing, 
.that is to fay^in a Field, Or, a Pale Gules,chargM 
with Three Salters Argent ;. and in the Year. 
1488. the Emperor A^;irimi7i4Mr in acknowledg- 
ment of. a conuderable Sum of Money, which 
the City lent him, and which was never repaid 
'em, Crown'd thefe Arms with an Imperial 
Crown. Father httj^firier has made a Remark 
upon the'occafion oHnefe Arms, that may ieeai 
proper enough to thole who have feen the City' 
of AmJierdZn. For he fays that the Pale> fig* 
nifies the Caufey of AmjieU and that the Sal- 
ters denote the Banks and the Dikes, 

Near the Stadthwfe are laid the Foundations 
of a large Tower, iiipported by four Pillars s 
Eut the Work was fb far from being finifli*d» 
that it was never r^*d above Twelve Fathom. 
Now thd this Tower be not above a hundred 
Foot in Diameter, yet they were forc'd to drive 
into the Ground Six thoufand three hundred 
thirty four Piles, to lay the Foundatton. Which 
may fccm a Wonder to thofe who never faw 
how Amfteriam'is built: but as great as the 
Wonder may. feeto, the thing is really true. And 
by thii fame Scantling, we may judge of the • 
prodigious quantity of Wood that was made ufe 
of for the building all the Stru^ures and £di* 
fices of that Superb City. • 

Near this Church ftands the Church o{3t. Kar 
therines r which was burnt in 1645. but Re- 
built fince that, and now calFdTi^ New Churcfx, 
In this Church it is where - the Pulpit is to be 

feen, 
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feen, which as I Cud before, coft Five and tweiu 
ty tbouland Crowns the making. There yoa 
may alfo &e the Tomb (^ Admiral f^an Galeth 
which the Admiralty of Amfterdam^ by Order 
of *the Sutes-GeHeral) c^'d to be eroded, so 
Eternize the Memory of a Mui^ who had done 
cl» Republick gre^t Services. The 14/ib of 
Marchy 1659, he met within fight of LiVoni, a 
Squadron of E$igli/h men of War, which he Ac- 
tack'd : but if be got any advantage itcoft him 
very dear ; for he Dy*d Nine Days after the 
Engagement* of a groat Shot that took oflTone 
of his Legs in the . Fight;. 

As be Dy'd» fo he lies, laid on a Bed ;of Ho- 
nour with his Helmet at his Feet, his Left Hand 
' refts upon his Breaft holding a , Medal of Gold; 
and in his Right Hand he hasa Batoonof Com* 
maiid ; his Epitaph is interwoveq between two 
Triumphal Arches, with a Naval Crown, and 
jche Arms of the Vm fed- Provinces over head. 
On each fide lie all lores of Trophies ;. and ber 
. low, the Reprefentation of his laft Fight : The 
wfiole being of Marble, wrought with great ca- 
riofity of Workmanihip. 

In the. Qiiire of the fame Church is to be (een 
another Marble Tomb, no lefs Magnificent theq 
that which I have mention d... The Stat^ joiF 
the VmtcJrPr<yvinces caus'd it tq be Ereded at 
the publick Charge, to the Memory of Michael 
Adrian de B^ter^ who was Born at Fleffing, the 
i^th of Marchy 1607. of very mean Parents, 
both Father and Mother. When he was between 
7 and 8 Years of Ageybe put himfelfa Shipboard 
to ierve as a Scullion-Boy ; but fome Years Ex- 
perience 
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perietxce in Navigarion, made bim capabk of 
being a commpn Seuxian. After ^hich lie came 
firft to be a Pilot, then Capttin of a man of 
Warrtben Gomrnaoder of a Sqiiadron,tlien Vioe- 
Admfrah and Lafliy, Chief Admiral of the t^irf- 
ted'-Ptovinca. His Experience in Sea*AfKiirs for 
Sixty Years together, had rendferVl him the moft 
accomplifh'd Seaman of his Age : So chat he fig-* 
naliz'd himielf both upon the Oe€a% and in the 
^Meditenanemylyj zti:mSmvc number of Glorious 
Adions f At length he t)y'd in the Port of Sjir^t- 
cufi wrSkily'y upon the i^tb of Afril^ 1676, of a 
Wound which he re(:eiv-d before Mefftnn ; aqd 
his Body was carried into HbBanJy 

This Tomb is near ^o B^ot long, and as ma* 
ny in height ; the Hero is laid upon the Tomb' 
35 big as the Life, all In Arpiour, with, one 
Hanarefting upon hisBreaft, arid in the other 
holding a &roon of Command- ; with a Great 
Gun infteadofa Pillow under his Head. Qti 
each fide is to be feen a Triton lieaning againft 
a Black Marble Pillar^ and both ftanding ih a 
large Sea Shell. Over- Head, .as.it were in 
Pei;fpc(9:ive, is to be feen a Sea Engagement. On 
theonje fide are the Arms of Holland, on the 
other, thofe of the X/hitcd Primnces^ ^ith a 
Fame oyer Head, and a little above, the Arms 
of Admirial de l{uyfer, bemg a Lion Gules, with 
a Ducal Crown, fupportedby Standards, En- 
figns^and Colours. On the Right fide of the 
Tomb ftands a Woman Reprefenting Wifdom, 
and Prudence at the fame time holding a Mirror 
in one Hand ; and in the other a Serpent, which 
are the Emblems of thofe two Virtues. On the

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oc^r Haiid fta(>ds another; . Wotjtuui, reprefent- 
ing y^Qur and Eoititude, holding in faer Right 
Hskndr^Tpmpetji ^od in her Le£e Hand'a.Key»

This Church as well as the Stadthmfi face the 
gl^at Pi4f{^a^ which is calVd the Oatih in t^ 
midft«kf which is the.

The )3purie or Ei^chai^,, which is an en- 
dos'd Place where the Merchants meet eycry 
day from Eleven till One a Clock, to talk of 
their A^airs, is not fur from the Dank This» to 
ipeajc properly, is a Rendezvous of all the Na- 
tions in the World. Eor there is not a Day in 
the.Year> except Sundays and gieat ^ Holiday s» 
wherein there do not nieet Flpmii^Sy Sraianders^ 
Bngli/h, Frenoby Scatcby Iri/h^ If^dians^ Spaniards^ 
Portuguefis^ Swifs;erSy Germansy, Danes y Swedes^ 
Narv^iami MuJco^Ues^ Jews^ Turkic Mtorsy Tar^ 
tars Indians, Orientalsy Africansy Americans^ &a 
Tj^^.%^tk oiMayy 1608. the firil Stone, of this 
^K^nificeat File, was laid by theybungeft Son 
;of tnei Sicur Cornelius Piet^fe H(^^ Burgomaftec 
Pjf^dent of the City.^ And the. Firft of Augfifi 
iki^* was th€t firft time of the Merchants meet- 
ingupon it. • This Place, which may be about 
arHundred Paces in lengthy and about Forty 
broad, is ail Vaulted, under which run$ the Ri< 
verof Amftdy as I have (aid before : It is fur^ 
raunded with Q^leries, fupported by a great 
' number of FiUars> which form as many Arches,

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where the Mer jhanu Aelter cbirmfelTes from the 
Ram ; every G)Itann has its Number and In** 
fcription, which denotes the Q^iarter belonging 
to every Nation : For Example, they who have 
bufinefs with the French^ Merchants, by means 
of thofe Pillars, know in what pare, of the 

• Change to find 'em. 

There are Three Entrances into this Place, 
which are all open till Noon ; at.what time the 
Porter fliuts^em np about Ckie a Clock: after 

' which Hour,, there's no going in without putting 
a piece t>f Six Sous into a Box whidb the Porter 
prefents ye ; which Money is defign^d. for the 
Poor. This Impofition caufes the Merchants 
that have Bufinels at the ChoMge to meet betimes, 
and hinders a Thouland People that' have no Bu* 
finefs ff ofa peftring the Place at that time. Under 
the Gallery there are Cupboards in the Wall, 
where they keep Mufquets, Pikes, Swords, Ban- 
deliefs, and whatever elfe is necefliry id arm 
Fourfcore thouland Men. From M^^. till Sep^ 
tembery the Burgefles are ordered to goe every 
one in thck turns to this Place, put on their 
Arms, and Exercife for an Hour in a Day, there 
being an Aid-Major of the City, who takes care 
toinftrudl the Ignorant how to handle their 
Arms. In the fame manner alfo, and in the fame 

/place are they Jikewife Exerciz'd, who have the 
care of the new Engines that are made for the 
ifpcedy quenching of Fire. Above this Gallery 
are a great number of Mercers , and other 
TradeunensShop^as in the Palace of Paris i and 
at the end a Room cf Arms where the Ma- 
fter is entertainM at the Charges of the City. 

From 
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From faenoe yoQ may goe to fee St. Micbaett 
Church,- wlttch they call the OU Church where 
you ihall lee a very fair Steeple, with a Clock 
that ftrjkcs the Hoars> Half-Hoais» and Qiar- 
ters, and Chimes going at every time > and I 
ought to obferve by the by, that there are fiich 
Clocks ia all the Churches, Towers and Gates 
of the City. The Glafs- windows of feveral Co- 
lours, reprefent (everal Hiftoriesof the Old and 
New TeftamenL There are alio &veral Mo* 
numents ereded in memory of ceruin Peribns 
that have done the Republick fignal Service; 
but J ihall only mention the three Principal. 

The Firft was erected by order of the States- 
General , in Honor of Jam^^ Vm HeemsksrK^ 
General of the Marine Forces of the Repub- 
lick. He had made two Voyages to Ntfoa 
Tl^pmhlAy under the Arctic Pole, from whence he 
brought back the wealthy fpoils of his Conqaefts 
into Us Country, in ;h^ Year 1604. He it was 
that fought the Potent Sfanijh Armada near G/- 
braltaTy in the Year 1607, in which Engagement 
he was flain* 

His moft Signal Exploits are engraved inLe^- 
ters of Gold upon black Maii^le. At the up- 
per end of the Pi&ure ftand two Globes, the 
, one of Heaven, the other of the Eanh > in the 
midft of which are placed the Arms of HoUand. 
Over againft which, clpfe by one of the Pil* 
lars, lies his Sword , his Hehnet, and other 
Warlike Weapons. ^ He Dy'd in the One and 
fortieth Year' of his kgCt one Month and 
Twelve Days over,,^, 

E Th« 
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The Second of tfaeie Monuments is a Black 
Marble TaUe, wherein are Kigrav'd the wm& 
Glorious Atchievemencs otComeim ^bnJe Hsany 
one of the greacefi Capuins that ever the Qcy 
of AwfterddmipvodxkQdm 

The Third is the '^txabof Ah^amVanJn^ 
hulftt Admiral of HiBand^ who was fiorn at Amr 
y fterJamihc iiph of Afril 16^19, and! Died in 
1666. This Monument is all of Miailile, ex* 
treamly welt wrought^ where the Hero is to bef 
feen lying upon a A^ of Honour, holding a 
naked Scimiter in, bis Right Hand. On each. 
fide of him ftand bis two Children weeping. 
Over Head is to be feen the Reprefentarion of 
a Fleet ; and a little higher the Hero's Epf* 
taph 9 written in Putch , and Engrav'd upon 
Touch-ftone id Letters of Gold, environed with 
all forts of Warlike Trophies* Over which 

* Trophies ftand the Arms of the VnugJ Pnnfinr 
cesy fupported by two Angels bounding Trum-^ 
pets. 

To &y fomething of their Poor, their Pri- 
/ lops, and their Houfes of Corredlion > Am/lfr" 
dam is reported to have Twenty thoufand Poor 
every day at Bed and Board > for which reafon 
they have feveral Alms-Houfes^ which look more 
like Palaces, then Retreats for Poor People. Of 
thcfe) Houfes, there are fome appointed for poor 
Old Men and Women, befides a fquare Palace' 
for Three hundred Widows. Then there are 
Hpfpitals for Boys and Girls, for Burghers Chil- 
dren, and Foundlings ; and all thefe'Boys and 
Girls have upon every Sunday* and other Days 
of going to Church, two Doits given 'em. by the 

* ' Governor 



Governors of the Houfes, to put into the Dear t 
cons Bag, when. they gather for the Poor in the 
Churches. There .is likcwife an Hofpital for 
Idiots, and a Bedlam for Mad-men. They have 
alio their Houfes of Piintihment for Beggars and 
Idle Peribns, and where they are kept hard at 
work. The Rasp-Houfe is for Petty Thieves; 
Wenches that counterfeit great Bellies; Men that * ^ 
pretend to be taken by the Turks f or Wrecks at 
Sea, and counterfeit Deafnefs, Blindefi or Dumb^ 
nefs ; where ^b fort of People are bound ta 
Rasp Fifty Pounds of Lpgwood between 'em ; • 
and if they Muiiny, they arefet in a Tub, where 
if they don't Puropluftily, the Water will fwell . ^ 
over their Heads. There is alfo another Houfe 
where Whores, Drunken Women, and Solds 
are kept to hard Labour. And all thefe Hof- 
totals ^nd AlmshHoufe$ are ftately Buildings 
Adom'd with Pi(%ires; and where nothing can 
be ktpt more fweet and dean, then the Lodg- 
ings. 

The Port of Amfterdam is, beyond all contra- 
didHon, the moft famous in Europe^ as well for 
the various Nations that frequent it from all 
party of the World;, as for the, number of Ships 
which are there to be feen at all times and fea- 
fons. The Port is above a Tfaoufand Paces broad, 
andhalfe a League long; ^n(i^his large extent 
is continually cover'd with Merchants Veflels and 
Barks, fb that the thick Forreft which their. 
Mafts and Tackling make, is hardly penetrable 
to the Sun-beams.' There needs no more then 
the 'feeing this Port for a IMan to be convinced, 
that Holland alone has more Barks or Shaliopt, 

E 3t and _, 
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and Trading- Veflels, tiien the greateft part of 
the Ghriftian Pocencaces put together. Belides 
you will there find, that every City and tvetj 
Village have their particalar Haven, and . that 
ther^ is not a Peafant, let him be never &> poor* 
that has not a Bark to carry his Milk ; and his 
other Provifions to the Markets* Here it is xbsLC 
you ihall find an infinite -number of Great Gun^ 
both Brafs and Iron, lying upon the Keys,which 
their vaft Magazines alre^y fiird , are not able 
to contain. 

From hence you may goeand view the fpad- 
ous Arienal of the Admiralty, the Lafgenels 
pf which, is no lt& furprizing then the Stores 
that appear in the Magazines , of all things 
necefiary for the building of the Men of 
War, and where they are building new ones 
tx)ntinually. Eorthd Holland produces nothing 
that's fit for the Building of men of War. and 
that they are forcd to fetch from Countries £ir 
remote their Wood, their Iron, their Hemp, 
their Pitch and Tarr, C^c. yet they are fo well 
provided with all thele I^terials, that the Work-* 
men of the little Vilhge of Sordan alone, within 
a finall League of Amfterdam^ will engage, pro* 
vided they have but two Months warning, to 
build a man of War for every Week all the reft 
of the Year, read^to put to Sea. This conve- 
nience which tbey^ave to build Ships, was the 
reafon, . that during the long War which the 
RepubfiCK maintained againft Sfaith the Hottan^ 
ders often fold both men of War and Ammuni- 
tion CO their Enemies.

ecnriiy of their Trade. But in that place 
only keep Materials neceSary to Equip and 
out their Ships. All their Goods and Mef 
ndizes are carried into raft Magazines that 
in the Heart of the Cicy ; where you Call 
o vaft quantities of all forts of EMJtevn Com- 
•lodities ; and in others, fuch as they heap to- 
gether from all parts of Europe, td fend to the 

Before we leave this Port, we nauft obferve, 
ibai the Great Ships cannot get into it laden, be- 
caufe of a great Bank of &nd call'd the Fanr 
^j, over which the Great Ships, ibd unloaden 
cannot pals bat by the favour of a Spring-Tide; 
Therefore ihey lighten 'em at the Ttxel, where 
they ufually take the Great Guns out of the men 
of War, which they de%n to carry into Ainflf 
dxm to be refitted. 
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When you have vifitcd the Arfenak, if you 
have not a mind to keep along by the Port, you 
muft croS the Jews ptiarter, which would be 
one of the moft Beautiful in the City, were thofe 
Difcipfes of Mofis as neat a;S the HoJlmders. 
There are.two Synagogues, one for the Gr^^iand 
German ]€v;Si aftether for the Fonuguefis. This 
is much the fairer, being built in a great Square* 
cover'd vj'iihi a Dmmoj and refembles rather a 
Citadel then a JfewiJbTefXfph; So that wheivtfae 
3^€ws built it To high, and fo thick, the Magi- 
ftracy began to grow jealous, afraid^ left under 
.the pretence of a Tempte they were building a 
Fortreis, that might one day trouble the repofe 
of the City; and out of this fear it was, that 
the Jei^sv/tto commanded to go no further ; {a 
that th^y were forcM to cover it, before ,the 
Stm(%ufe was b]v)ugbt to its intended Terfedlon ^ 
and this is the only reafi>n of the Defeds which 
she ArchiredsobTervein the Building. 

As to what i«mainss I make no fcruple to af- 
firm that there are y^wj in Afnfterdam far richer 
than fome of our £«/r^f4» Prmces. There was 
one who built a Houfe where nothing but Gold 
and Silver, Azure and Marble glicter'd on every 
ii4e ; there- was one-great Room pav d with Sil- 
ver Duaatoons : and l)e would have put Silver 
Bars in the Window of a lower Apartment 
that look'd into the Street, whereas Iron ones 
content alj the reft of the City ; but the Magi- 
ftracy no Ids Wife^then Politick, confidering 
that the y^w/ in general are not belov'd by the 
Chrifiians, and fearing left the multitude might 
take an occafion from this piece of Vanity to 

plunder

plunder his Houfe, and the Houfesof hisCcmn- 
try-men, ferbid him to do it : fb that inftead of 
Silver Grates, be put up Ir6n Gilt. 

I find that I could tire the Reader with the 
*^Iength of this Chapter,wbich makes me pafs over 
in filence,a great ntimber of fiuildings,and other 
curious Things, which Travellers who make 
any ftay there. Will not fail to fee. Give me 
leave however to fpcak a word of the Govern- 
ment, Which may lerve to inftrmft the Reader, 
what the Government ^of the reft of ribc Cities 
is, as being altogether conformable to the Afe* 
thods here obfepv'd, estc^pting only fome diffe- 
rence in the number. of their Senators. 

.• TheCityof^myflpriiittfisGo-^, 

^' FTT"* ^ern'd by-a Senate, confiftingof 
rf Amttcrdam. ^^ Perlorts, who ought to be 

Natives of the City. Thefe Senators keep th»ir 
Itnploymerit as long as they live : and formerly 
when any one dy'd, the principal Btti:gefies were 
accuftom'd to nominate thofe that Were to (uc- 
cecd ; but about a Hundred and fixty Years agoe' 
the Citizens fufrendrcd their Right to the Se- 
nate i by reafon that the City growing vaft, and 
the number of 'Eledlofs incrcafing, they often 
fell into Tumults ; to prevent which, they have 
eftablifh'd that Great Council, who fill up their . 
Vacancies rbemfelves, and out of .their oWn Mem- 
bers, chufe the Burgomafters and Efchevinf, 
( Lord Mayors and Aldermen ) for the Annual 
Adminiftration of Juftice. There arc Four Bur- 
•gomafters, Confuls or Maibrs, Three of which 
are chofen every Year, becaufe one of the eld- 
eft holds his Place Two Yeiars, to the end he 

£ 4 may 
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may be able to inftru<2 the ^Jew-eomers in ihe 
^Condition of the Adairs. And.this Burgomafter 
prefides the firfk Three Montis, and then the 
other Three take their Quarters. 

Thefe Imployments are the moft Honourable 
in the City, tho they be not the nioft gainful 5 
DCTerthelefs, they are very conftderable Pofts» 
iiecaufe they pat 'em in a condition to advance 
their Kindred and Friends, in regard that all the 
Imployments, and all- the Commiffions that hap- 
pen to fall, and become vacant during their 
time of Prefiding, are at. thsit difpofal to coni- 
fer upon whom they pleafe. For you muft un- 
derhand,, that in HoBand all Imployments and 
Preferments are beftowed upon Merit, and ac- 
cording to Favour : and if it could be prov'd, 
that they who have a right ta diftrlbute 'em> 
liave exadicd Money by way of Acknowledg- 
ment, or otberwife, they would by the Law be 
diicarded and adjudged for ever after, incapable 
of bearing any Office in the City. However, they 
whofe Souls are fway'd by fordid Avarice, find 
a 'way to make their advanuge without being 
difcover'd* The befb loiployments are thoie 
that belong to the PoJhOffice 5 for all the Profit 
is their own> -they defraying only the £xpences 
of the Couriers ; (o that they are divided into 
feveral diftind Offices, in the Cbiefeilof which 
•there are Four or Five Pcrfons concern*d. 
The(e fiurgomafters are they that order every 
thing that is fbr the Honour and Splendor of the . 
City ; they Receive and Entertain all Princes 
and Foreign Ambafladors, and perform all the 
Publick Ceremonies. They uke out of the Pub- 
lick 
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lick Treafury, what Money they deem convcr 
nient for the Good cS" the City. They keep the 
Keys of the Bank, which is never-opened but in 
the Prefence of one of 'etn > they alfo keep the 
Key of the Cheft -, wherein every Night the 
Keys of all the Gates of the City are lockd up. 
But notwithftanding jcbe high. degree of Dignity 
to which thefe Offices advance *em, they are not 
at a Peny Charges.Their Tables are ne'r the more 
fumptuous, their Train the more numerous, nor 
their Habit the more iplendid for that. They 
are Perlbns to wh<»n the City pays Salaries, 
and who'ferve the City in all the Publick Ceret 
monies > and if they Entertain any Prince or Fo* 
reign Minifter, 'tis all at the City Charge. 

Befides the four Burgomafters, there are Nine 
Eichevins or Aldermen, who are the City Judgess 
of which, Seven are cholen every Year, and Two 
- of the preceding Year continue in their Imploy- 
nients; The Senate nominates Fourteen, but of 
which the Burgomafters chufe Seven -, but in 
the reft of the Cities the Stadtbolder, or the 
Prince of Or<i»gechufes em. They are the per- 
emptory Judges in all Caufes, both Civil and 
Criminal: but .when they have laid any very 
great Fine, the Parties, may appeal tptbe Court 
of Juftice of the Province that fits at the Hagu^t 
Under thefe Supream Magiftrates there are.f** 
vera] Officers ; the ChJbfeft of which are the 
Xieafurers and Receivers , of the Revenues of 
the City, the Penfioner and the Grand Provoft, 
who is caird the Scbouty who has under him 
Three Lieutenants, and feveral Catch-poles, and 
is like our Sheriff, He it is that brings in the 
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^foduSments againft Criminals, and Sits in Jiidg-' 
menc upon *eni, inConj6ndHon with 'Two Al- 
dermen, in cafes that are nor Capital: fox vfhta 
any one is Condemn*d to Dye, they cannot or- 
der Execution, till the Burgomafter has Sign'd 
the Judgment. This is the molt gainful Office 
in- the City ;. for <he Confifcations of ihe Goods 
of Criminals, or the Fines that are laid upon 
ihofe who have cottimitred any mifearriages 
agaioft the Government, kll beloijg tothe Schafti:^ 
who ischang*d every Three Years ^ and that is 
time enoisgh confiderably to enrich any Man; 

M. Borely who was feveral years Ambaflador 
fi>r the Republick at Parisy was gratified withk 
this Imployment at his return, to ihake him feme 
parfof amends for the Eftarc which he had,waft- 
cd to fupport the Honour and Intereftof hi^Coud- 
try. But in regard he was a Man of too great- 
Wofih to make the beft of all the Advantages 

. cf his Place,they continued him in for Nine Years 
together: and becaufe that iiontinuttnce was 
without any Prefident > fome Pfer (bus jealous 'of 
his* Reputatipn gave out$ That he was kept in,ia 
that Imployment, to hinder him from afcend- 

. ing to the Degree of Conful or Bui^omafter; 
becaufe they thought he bad too great an Afljb- 
iltion for a Foreign Prince, who would make 
u(e of his Kindnefs to dive into the Secrets of 
the Council. For you muft underitand that 
fhe Office of Schout is an infallible ftep to the 
Dignity of Burgomafter ; but the Senate plainly 
anade it out,*that there was no ground at all for 
that Calumny, in regard that M. Bior^/ obtain'*d 
the OiSce of Burgomafter in theyear i68g.in the 
ieight of the Wat. ' Thj 



The Penfioncr is like the Recorder in the Ci- 
ties of England, being a Perfon Learned in the • 
Civil Law, and made choice of, to inform the 
Senate Burgomafters, and Aldermen, what the 
Laws and Cuftoms of the Country are, and 
tnakes all the Publick Speeches. 

The City oi Amflerdam keeps in Pay about 
Five hundred Difciplin'd Soldiers for the Guard 
of the Gates in the Day time ; for in the Night , 
time the ButgelTes are they who have the Guard 
of 'em, who keep their Watch at ihtTown-lmfe^ 
and in feveral other places. Before the Wars in 
the Year 167a. they were'wont every Night to 
carry the Keys of the City to the Prefident Bur- 
gomaftef, who laid em under his Bolder. But 
in regard the People were afraid, that France 
held fbme Correfpondencies in the City, when 
they faw the French Army draw near it, the 
Burgefles delir'd that the K^s might remain in 
the Town-Houfcy and becaufe it was in the Power 
of the Burgomafters to hinder it, M. K^pifty 
w^o then prefided , reiblving not to quit his 
Kghf, went and lay every Night in the Tonw- 
Uoufe upon the Cheft where the Keys were 
lockt. So foon as his Three Months were expi- 
red, M. Foli who focceeded in the Prefidentlhip^ 
was defirous of haVirtg the oldCuftom reftor'd, 
and that the* Keys ftioujd be brought to him^. 
which kindfd new Commotions, which however 
were appeas'd by an Expedient that was found 
out, which wa$, that . every Night a Detach- 
ment of Burghers (hould go with Drum beat^ 
ing, and fetch the Keys of every Gate of the Ci- 
ty, leaving a Guard of Citizens behind 'em. 
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, bring Vtn to the Town-Houfe^ Lock ^em up in a 
Cheft in the Council-Channber, and oirry the 
Key to the Prefident-Burgomafter; that the 
nexc Morning the fiurgei&s (hould fetch ir again, 
and goe and open the Gates of the City ; and 
that at the fame time the Soldiers fhouild take 
charge of the Gates, which the fiurgefles ihould 
refign into their Hands: and this Practice is ob- 
ferved at this day. , 

Ceruinly if AmfierJafn were well ftor'd with 
Frefh Water, without queftion it would be im^ 
pregnable, as well by reafoo of the (icuation> and 
the Fqrtifications of it, as for that by realbn of 
ber Sluces ihe is able to lay all the Country ad- 
)pyning under Water. But they have only Rain- 
water, which they preferve in Ciftems, and for 
ihclv Brewing they are fore d to go Two Leagues 
to fetch frelh Water. 

If a Stranger has a defire to keep Hbufe in 
Jtmfitrdam, and deiigos to hire a Habitacion> 
he muft take a Leafe upon Sea I'd Paper, •for 
which he muft pay a Tax to the States, and 
pay the Broaker that makes the Bargain befides : 
and before he can buy a Houfe, he muft be in 
a capacity ta be a Burgher. To which pur- 
pole, the Per/on, intending to be fo made Free, 
tnuft take along with him to the Stadthoufe his 
Broaker, or any two Security, and there before 
the Burgomafters take the Oath of Burgherfllip, 

' which is to be true and faithful to the City, to 

. ihe Magifiratcs and Government. But if a Man 
buys either Land or Houfes, and Lodges private- 
ly, then he muft pay a world of Taxes to the 

. MiUs that drain his Land^ and^ for maintaining 

the 



the Banks and Sluces ; and if the States have an 
occafion to ere<ft a Fortification upon his Lands, 
or to Drown *em in time df War, be muft be 
contented with the States Terms. Or if his 
Moufe or Honfe$ ftand empty without Tenants^ 
yet muft he pay whatever the State has Tax^d 
upon Vm. And now grant that a Man has hir*d 
a Hoiife, and made a Purchafe, before he is 
warm in bis Habitation, an Officer comes from 
the Stadt-Boufe with a Printed SeaPd Paper, con* 
raining the enfiiing Schedule of Taxes, which 
muft be paid.

For a Coach, it the Pcrfon keeps any, 7 5 Gil- 
ders per Atmum.

fiutter, every Pound Seven Stivers, 
' tot Beans, halfe as much as you pay for the 

Beans ihemfelves. 
Turf;- for every Tun Ten Stivers. 
. For every Twenty Gilders of Wood, Six Gil-- 

dcrs. _ 
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•The Tax upon Fleih often changes : Nor is there 
a Tax wanting for Bread. ' 

Then there are alfo Two Taxes, the one call'd 
thtzoothy ahd the other the Eighth Penny y be- 
fides a- Tax, caird Verpunding paid to the 
Slates, upen allLands and Houtes within their 
Dominions. The Milk pays firft as Milk, thcti 
aiade into Butter, befides an infinite company 
more^ too tedious tp be nam'd, which, one would 
•think > that a People who ftand fo much upon 
their Liberty, Ihould grutch t« pay, and mutiny 
againft fo many vexatious Oppreffions. But that 
rarely falls out, or if it does, the Mutineers are 
(punilhed without Mercy ; befides that, the Peo- 
ple are the more willing to pay, well knowing, 
that the Liberty which they fo much defire,codld 
never be f referv'd without a vaft expence. 

The Magiftrates oiAmft^dam are very levcre 
in the puniftment of Frauds, Perjuries and in- 
tended Murder. A young. Man who had made 
felfe Aflignments upon the Admiralty, tho rela- 
xed to many of the Magiftrates of Amfterdam^, 
had his Head cutoff. Another who was a Clerk 
in the Merchants Bank, having made falfe Poft. 
ings if/ their Books, paid for bis Offence with 
the lofs of his Head^ alfos and his Daughters 
Husbands were forc'dto pay back tlie Portions- 
they had received with their Wives, A French 
Marquis who fwore bis Regiment was com- 
pleat, when the States knew it wa$ not halfe idUf 
had bis Head chopt off in the Prifen at the 
Hague. And a Frencb Monk, who had dcfign^d 
to Murder hvs Mafter, and Two Sons that 
were bis Pupils, had bis Head icm off and 
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fet upona Pofe with bis Body on a Wfa^et 
fkQt far from the Hiigi^. 
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CHAP. IX. 

Of the Hague.' 



nn.HE Villirge mrhich the HeUanJers calf 
-*■ Sgravenbague, or theCott«fj-ttigire,bf reafon 
that the Counts of Hollofid wtre formeriy wont 
to mafke it the Place of their Refidence, were it 
forrounded with AValls, would not only de- 
fer ve the nime of a Town, but of a confidera- 
ble City, for I take 'it to be no lefs in Circuit 
than Ljon. The Streets are as ftreighc as if they 
haH b^en built bya Line>andadom*d with a great 
number of "ftately Palaces. The Beauty of this 
Place, and the Country round about it, caasM it 
to be made choice of for the ufual Refidence of 
the Princes of Ofange, and of all the Foreigi^ 
'Minifters and Ambal&dors. Here it is that the 
Stfttes-General, the States^Provincial, the Court 
oi Holland, the High Courlcil Court of Brabant^ 
and the Council oJF State Af&mble. But of all 
the ChamberSi that which is moft remarkable, 
and ^yelerves moft to be taken notice of, and 
more pavticularly to be defcrib'd, is that where 
the States of Holland meet, which is a very Beauti- 
fuljSpacious Tofty Room jhung with very extraor- 
dinary Hangings, that reach from the top of the 

Ciebx^g 
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Ceeling to the Groond, with the Sutes Arms 
cariouily interworefi in*emt and madron par- 
^fe for the ufe of the States. The Figures re- 
prefentthe People of moft Nations, as it were 
looking over Galleries, and when the Room is a 
little darken'd, . which is done on purpofe by 
the Perfon that (hews it, appearing as if they 
were all alive, nodding their Heads, and talk- 
ing CO one another. The Cieling it felf is rare-^ 
ly painted by an baUan Nfafter, as are alio the 
two Chimney-pieces, upon which> Peace and 
War are exquifitely reprefented. The Firft, 
under the Figure of Vetm^ a very 3eautiful Wor 
oaan,' with a white Dove upon her Lap« with 
other Emblems of Peace about hen The Se- 
cond under the ihape of Mar^^ or a Soldier 
compleatly Armed, with a Plume of Feathers 
covering his Head-piecCv trampling on a large 
open Book, all Bloody, wherein is written in 
large Letters, the Word PKfFILBGU. The 
Seats where the States Sit are all Rail'd in, and 
the Seat where the Prince of Ornfigc^ now the 
King of Enj^iandSixs, is an Elbow Ghair at the 
upper end of the Table, round about which up- 
x>n Chairs with Backs, fit the Knighthood of 
iMandy who neverthelefs have but one Vote, 
which every City thatiends Deputies has; and 
at the. Lower end (its the Penfioner, who is 
Keeper of the Great Seal, and Secretary, be- 
fore whom lies a wooden Hammer, with which, 
when he knocks upon the Table, their Debates 
ceafei and they become (ilent. The Seats on 
which the Deputies of the feveral Cities Sit, are 
Beuphes or Forms, wltli every one a Cuibion of 

; ' Greea 
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Green Clo^, the fame as the Carpet is of, with 
which the Table is covered, having the Arms 
of the City for which they ferve, finbroider'd 
upon it. At the upper end of this Magnificent; 
Roorti, on each fide of the Chimney, is a di- 
ftind: Place for the Two Secretaries that take 
^ the Minutes. To this Room the Prince, or 
Stadtholder can come by means of Galleries, 
without ftirring out efhis own Houfe. Here 
. is alfo to be feen the Great Hall, hung about 
with huddreds of Colours taken from the Bm^ 
fercTf Spaniards and other Potentates, with whom 
they have wag^d Wars, and full of fiookfellers, 
and other Tradefmens Shops : and fbme will have 
it to be built with JriT^ Oak, which has that 
good quality that no Spider will breed upon it« 
This Palace, which was Founded by H^Hiam 
, Cottnt of HoMani and King of the ^gmans^ k a 
good old Brick Building, with a Ccfbrt before it 
for the Foot-Guards to draw up and ground 
their Arms. But the Princes Palace is a Su- 
perb Stru(%ire; and there are many fiimptuous 
Gardens adjoyning to the Haiue, together with 
that belonging to the Princes I^ufe in the Wood, 
in the Hall of which Houfe arc the rareft Pi' 
ilures in Europe. 

But the Court or Vromensde, which is calfd 
Vourhoutyis one of the moft lovely Places I e'ei* 
yet faw. It confifts of Three Walks of Tylet 
Trees, as far as a Man c^n fee> through which 
the Sun can never pierce. That in the middle 
is for the Coaches, and the other Two for thofe 
that walk a-foot, with Rails to hinder the Hor- 
{t& from giving any difturbance. This &me 
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Cburfe is ^nclos^d on the one fide by the (lately 
Palaces, where ufually the Amb^dors of Fo- 
reign Princes, and other Perfon^ of Qiiality re- 
fide. ; On the ^ther by the Prince's Palace, 'by 
that of the States^General, Prince Maurie^^ tcA 
a fpacious Lalce of freih Water betv»e^n. The 
Magiftracy al(b, the better to keep the Walk 
neat and clean, and prevent the Coaches from 
raifing a Duft, which elfe would much annoy 
thofethat take delight in walking a*fbot, Or* 
derM certain Engines to be made» wherewith 
to water the Walk, .and allay the Duft as they iee 
occafion. . 

When you are out of this Charming Village, 
yoti meet with a large Wood, and Park, where- 
in is a fair PaS-NUB, and a lovely Pleafure- 
Houfe belonging to the Prince of Orange^ One 
part of this Wood is enclosed with a high Pile 
to keep in the Deer and other Wild Beafts that 
, arc preferv'd within it. 

Strangers alfo may do well to fee the Tovfn" 
Houfe^ which is an Ancient StfuAufe with a 
High Tower, from whence you have a fair Pro- 
fpedk over the Sea, and inay furvey whatever 
happens- near the neighboring Coafts. Travel- 
lers will be likewife glad to fee the Great 
Church, and within it the Tomb of the Noble 
Difiaff de Pf^affcnaer^ Lord oiOfdanh Chief Ad- 
miral of Holland^ who in the Year 1675, as the 
HoSanders tell the Story, finding .himfelf con- 
ftrain'd to fight the EngUJky fuperior to him in 
number, chofe rather to blow up his own Ship, 
then to fall into his Enemies hands.

Thi^sMtonument is encompafsd with a krge 
Duomo, fapported by four Marble G>huniis..i^ 
The Scacue of tbe Adti^iral ftan^ upright, and 
all in Armour, holdidg 4 Batodn of Cominand 
in one Hand, a flying E^le appears behind hub, 
carrying a Vt&erie upon her Wings. On the 
Right Hand is to befeena little Child, holdiiig 
cbe Hero's Hehnet? j^id upon the* Left anothit.

Ltfdony is aifo another Vilk^e, halfe a League 
from the Hagucy famous for a Convent of Nobie 
NunSj which Miig^y^f Countefs df HoS^w/jf foun- 
ded in 1167. but'mare for the monftrous Birth 
of which, Maud the only Daughter of Count 
Florenty and Sifter ot Count WiHUm, King of 
the ^mansy was delivered in that Nunnery. 
Hiftoty affiires us, that that famev^Princeft re- 
'^ fos'd heir Alms to a poor Woman that begg'd of 
her, with Twins in her Arras, upbraiding her 
that they were not begot by one Man, Upon ' 

which • 
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which, the Beggar-woman vexM chat the Prin-' 
. oefs had charg'd her with a Grime fo contrary 
to Truth, wilh*d liai /he might be hrougbt to Bed 
ef as nutry Children as there were Days in tire 
Tear. Thereapon it faappen'd, that at the end 
of Nine Months, (he was brought to Bed of 
Three hundred jtxty five Children^ all perfeftly. 
fhip'd and alive, and as .big as a Woman's Fift 
They were al(b all of *em mptiz'd by Gi(r> Suf- 
fragan to Otho fiifbop of Vtrechty who gare 
the hhme cfjohn^ to all the Males, and that of 
EHfibeth to all th^Femals* But they Dy'd fbon 
after, as well as the Mother, and were all laid 
together in the fame Tomb, How fabulous fbever 
this Story may feem to be, nevenhelefi it is 
averred, and pafles for a Truth. So that there 
is alio ftill to be ieen in the Church belonging

the Infjints were Baptized ; as alfo, the Story 
^ it lelf in a Pidure, at the bottom of which are 
to be read ieveral Latin Verfes, iht Senfe of which 
is this.

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C H A P. X. 
Cf the City of VLiMecdam. 

'KTEzt to Amfierdam, % Richeft and moft 
'*^^ flqurifliing City of Hotmuiy is ^tterdam. 
The convenience of the Hamt , allur <d to hw 
all the advantages of a vaft Trade; which is 
fuch, that Ships of Two and Three hundi^ ' 
Tun come up into the middle of the Tewn> 
where the Goods are deliver^ at the Merchants 
Doors : whereas at Amfierdanh they are coo- 
ftrain'd (o unload at the Texel^ as I have already 
obierv^d. 

This City, which is feated upon the Meufe or 
Maeje^ derives its Name from the Great Canal 
K$tper and Damwy which fignifies a Mpund^ or 
Cmfey rais'd to keep out Warier. Tho' others 
mSxxxx it to be fo caird from liiaber^ King of the . 
Frankly the firft Founder of it. It wasfiift Wair<l4>; . 
about in the Year 1270. but it hasbeoi fince 
enlarged at feveral times. More P^ple taJee 
Shipping from ^terdam, xjm from Amfierdam, 
by reafon, that as foon.' as you have weighed 
Anchor,, you arc prefcntly out at Sea ; whereas 
if you^ tice Sftipping at Amflerddm, you muft 
fetch a, d||jpa6 about the IQ^Asof thtTexA, 
and many tunes you lye Wind-bound in the Gtdfb 
diid the South Sea, fqv Ten 'Or Twelve Days^ 
togejfhen AU the Cangls of the City are adom'4.^ 
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on each lGdc with a fair Key, and ron^s of Trees 
to every one, as well as thofe of Amfierdam ; 
only they have this pecdliar to themfelves^ that 
they are fall of frefli Water, and never finell ill, 
as ftanding Waters do : to that the Air is much 
more wholfom then at Amfierdam. The Private 
Houfes areiike Palaces, and the Publick Build- 
ings, fuch ss the Bxchatige^ the Town^houfit the 
Churches^ and more eipeciaUy their Af finds for 
their Arms and^ Ammiimtion both by Sea and 
£^nd» arefiti Objeds for the Curiofity of Fo- 
feigners. 

The Learned Erajhmty the Great Reftorer of 
the Latin Tongue, was Bom at l^pnerdam in the 
Year 14^7^ and ended his Days zt Fribowg in 
AlfatiAy in the beginning of the i6th Age. In 
Honour of whde M^ory, the Magiftracy caii- 
fed his Effigies to be fet up in Brafs upon the 
Great Bridge over the Maefiy near the Exchange^ 
3vhich. ever fince has been call'd Br^fmus's Place, 
He is placed ftanding uprigjit upon a Pedeftal .- 
and the Children and filly Women are made be- 
lieve tha( hewms over one leaf of his Book every 
time be heais the Clock ftrike ; and that when 
he turns over the laft leaf, then the World wilf 
be at an end. 

The Siadt-hmfi is a very good Building, and 
fbisS'/; Lawrenoe'sChmchy which is a very large 
one, having in it a very great Organ > the 
Dutch Presbyterians, not being fo nice as the 
t^iglifhy who inveigh againft that fort of Muftrk' 
in Churches. In this Church alio are to be i^rx 
the Monuments of feveral Great SearComman- 
ders, pardcularly that of Lambert Moy^ Mice^'

. be had been in Fifteen Sea-Engagements, the 
laft of which was that which was fought be- 
tween the Di*tcb and the Swedes^ the ^tb of Nov. 
wherein do IVitt^ after he had given feveral marks 
of his Courage, being forfajcen by his owii>.and 
fiirrounded by the Enemy, was kilfd with a 
Canon>Shot. But th^ King, of Sweden causM.his 
JBody to be £mba)mM, and ient it home to his. 
t)wn Country. 

^The Hero is reprefented all in Artnor, with 
his Helmet lying at his Feet, and liis Battoon of J 
Command in his Right Hand. Over Head is 
a Globe, aqd his Epitaph in Letters of Gpid 
£ngrav*d upon Bla^ Marble. On each (Jde ap- 
pear Mats and Neptunoj and a little higher the 
Admirals Arms> fupported by Two Infants, and. 
aboVe them Two Women, the one founding a 
Trumpet, the other Crown'd with Garlands ; and 
b^tweenthetp the Armsof H^ZfW; on the Right 
&4^ the Arm&of the Admiralty /and oil the Left. , 
the. Arms of the City. There 



There is yet a Third Tomb, wlucfa the Ad- 
miralty .caused to be erec^d, in themory of %- 
hrf'Barfbolotnew de CormMer^ Admiral of the 
Mnfi* In the tniddle of the FrontifpieGe, which 
is of Black Marble, are to be feen ^e Arms of 
the Seven Vnifed-Provinces^ Crown'd with an 
loaperial Crown. The Hero is reprefeated in 
Armor, lying along upon his Tomb; having a 
piece of Canon for his Bolfter, with a fiattooo 
of Command in his Hand. ^ His Helmet and 
bis Arms appear behind, fupported by leveral 
Flags and Bankers ; the whole of Marblei and 
an exqaiiite piece of Workmanlhip. Upon . the 
Pedeftal is to be feen this Infcription in Dutch. 

Her 6 lies a Herp, xoho was the ^ght Hand if 
hi Country ; who by hi Valour casu^dtheEne* 
mies Fleet to tremble^ and open d the Streight 
of the Sound. His Body refts in tUs Tomb, 

The laft Monument which I fhall fpeak of in 
this Chapter, is that which is eredled to the Ho- 
nour of the Noble ^ohn de Liefdcy Chevalier, 
Vicc-Admiral of Holland, who was kill'd with a, 
Cannon Shot in an Engagement fought in 
St. George^s Channetvifon the xi of ylugufi i66^. 
between the Dutch, and the United Fleets of the 
Kings ofBngland and France.This Monument is al- 
fo in the great Church of /(^^^er Aw, wherein Fame 
is reprefented, publifhing the Valour of th^ Hero^ 
and above that are to be feen the Arms of the 
i^dmiral, with an Infcription, fetting forth' his 
Chara<3:er,and the manner how he end^ bisdays» 
vith certain Veries in Dutch, in praife of his 
?reat AjftionSi - in 
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In this City they Brew good Beer, which is 

fine from hcnccto aU tbc Towns and Viliaget

The Noble Science of Printing, the Prefer^ 
vatrix of all Learning, and. the Liberal. Sciehca^ 
was not known in Emcfe till t^e Year 1 420, tt 
what time it was firft invented at Harlem. I know, 
t'hat *ti$ faid to have ffeurilh'd a Img time be- 
fore among the Chinefii ; bnt the knowledge of 
-it was net arriv'd in JSurefe^ 1 know well like- 
wife, that Mtf^fwc^afiumes the firft fiidkig o^ 
«f the Secret, but Harlim di^ulel with her for 
^PrecedeAcy of time» thd fte will noi rob her of 
;^fae Honour of having Poltfli'd the firft loventi- 
ml .and of having imparted it to Several ethev 
Ckies. ■ y . . 

Laurence Cofteify a Citizen of Harlem^ was a 
very melanchbly Peribn y and he would frequent- 
ly betake himfelfrp a Wood near the City, on- 
ly to Walk and Meditate all akme hj hhn&if f 
and being naturally a Man of Wit and Parts, 
he imagined with bitnfelf* th^t if he could but 
fiAd out a way to write whole Words and Seo^ 
tenees all at once, without the help of a Pen, 
he fhould do a thing very advantageous to the 
Pablick. With tbf#Defignhc tryUto make fe-* 
veiral Characters of Wood with a Knife, and af- 
ter lie bad ihap'd fome> bk )»lacken'd "'eoi with^

Ink, and th^ applyd 'em upon Paper ; aod Cee* - 
ing there was fome pfobabiiity of Succeis in* the 
DeiigiH he appJy'd hitx>relf to lie with fo much 
diligences that in a Utcle time be was in aeon-- 
dition to employ Pjeopie to work at his Prefs. 
But among the Pecfons he . made ufe of, there 
was a certain Germany wbofe Name was y^ 
Faufiusy who finding that all his Matters Charaift- 
ers were compleated, and a portable, Prey, ftoie 
cmfrdm him in the year I4i3»artd carrying them 
to MAjfCfwet eafily perfwaded the Magifirares,tbac 
he was the Inventor of thefe Machines, and by 
that fallacy obtained their Protedjkioo and Privi* 
ledges for faioifelf.

peli'd by the Calvinifis. Soon after the Spmp- 
axis laid Siege to it, with ao Army ynder the 
Command oi Fredarkk Dwkc of Alva, which 
tefted Eighii Months ; during ^hich .time, both 
theBefiegersat)d,the Befiegedfuflfeaed very great 
faardfhips. ;The' Befieged ref4J&'d to SurfcDder 
npon ;th« .'Conditions, that were oJfFer'd em. They 
threw over the WaU$.all the Images, and all the 
Ornaments of the Churches, of which they could 
make.no profit, and fen^ the Spaniards the Heads 
of every Tenth Prisoner ^*ich they had taken, 
in derifion of the Tenth Peny which he had 
lais'd upon, htis SttbjeiS;^ injhe Jj^^m Cmnfrm.

When they Marry a Daughter, the Caltom 
i$> tiat they who are invited, get ready a Gar*» 
lahd of Flowers, which they puc upon the 
Brides Head, and .^at Night faften it to the 
Pillow of the Nuptial Bed, which is all ftrewM* 
over with Green Herbs. They have ^ Bafen 
full of Leaves and Flowers, of which they 
throw a handful i'tbe F4ces of the Bride and 
Bfidejgroom as they- goe to Church to have the 
Maf'ria^e fileft, ^companying them with that 

Ceretaotiy 
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Ceremony to the end of the Street : and when 
they return, a Virgin mciecs *em about 30 Paces 
from the Houfe, to.pay 'cm the fame Relpeia.

When any one happens to Die in Holland, 
they are fikiried by the Heirs or Relations 
with all the Solernnity that is poffible. They 
invite all the Kindred to the Burial, all the 
Friends, all the Neighbors, and Acquaintance 
of the Deceafed, at leaft the Men, for the Wo- 
men never follow the Corps. All People come 
to the Houfe where the Corps Hes, at the 
^our appointed, in Black Suits and Cloaks : 
and in regard they are very punctual in paying 
a due Refpedl to all the Company, there Ts a 
kind of a Maii:er of the Obfequies, who ib foon* 
as the Body is carried forth, calls. out all the 
Guefts,>beginningfirft with the neareft Relati- 
oas,t hen proceeding to thole who are diftinguifii^ 
ed by any Publick. Imploy ment ; next calling 
out the Friends and Acquaintance } and Laftly, 
the Neighbors and other Perfons, and fo they 
go Two and Two, with an extraordinary Gra- 
vity. When the Body is Buried, they return 
back \51ith Him or Them who make the Burial; 
and being; come to the Houfe, they draw up in 
two Files in the Street, at what time the Per- 
fons concerned return their Thanks to the Com-

pany fot the Honour they have done *em, with 
"a profound Reverence, and at the fame Liftant 
invite 'eih to drink the Healths of thofe that are

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left behind. Then every one enters the Houfey 

ivfaere 'Twelve or Fifteen Per Ions continually 

jKmr out Wine'or Beer iood GU&s, according to 

the Eftate which the Party deceafedZ^'d worth, 

or according to the Liberality of iiis Heirs.

How* 

ever, tbey^reonly. ordinary People that com- 

tnit thefe Rudeneiies. For Perfons of igood 

Quality always retire, after they have drank a 

<Jlafs or two to the Relations of the Decea* 

fed. 

The more they expend upon a Funeral, the 
more.Honour it is to rfiofe that were' at the 
"Charges. Persons of Quality can ie their Arms 
CO be Painted upon a L-^rge^oard > which is car- 
ried before the Corps, and plac*d in the Chnfch 
over the Tomb, where it remains a Year^ and 
Ibmetimes more ; or elfe it is hung o^ver the 
Houfe of the Party Deceased, where it hangs 
till the Year of Mourning be at an end. . 

Tis to be oblerv'd that there are lo^xiiltioos 
laid, even iipon the Dead; but they are as it 
were voluntary Benevolences. For from Ncx>n 
till Two a Qock> you may Bury _your Dead,' 
without paying any other Colts, then* only -the 
Charges of the Burial, But they who ^ary 
Half an Hour after Two, are obliged to pay a 
Forfeiture of a Hundred Sous, which doubles 
livery Half Hour j ' For exaiiiple, at Three a 

Clock 
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Clock the Forfeiture is Ten Livers, at Four ]. 
Twctity > at Five, . Forty > at Six, Fourfcore ; 
at Seven, a Hundred and fixty > at Eight, Three 
hundred and Twenty ; and at Nine, Six hun-" 
dred and forty ; which is the higheft : for af^ 
ter that Hour: no body is permitted to Bury, 
Thefe Forfeiture^ are aU for the benefit of the 
Poor » and are not lb high ia all Citys> every pty 
having the Priviled{;e to lay what Lnpofitions 
'they pleafe. But the greateft part of Perlbns of 
Qiality and Rich Merchants take a pride in 
paying thefe forts of Forfeitures ; which is the 
reafon that they flay till the^ very Jaft Minute 
before they go to thp Church. 'Tis alfo funher 
to be obferv'd, that they never bury the Corps, 
tiH the Party has been Dead four or five Days, 
as well to prevent, what basfoqaetimes happened, 
the Burying People alive ^ as alfo that they nnay 
hav« tinae to prepare for the Funeral Pomp. And 
indeed becaufe t^e'Sumaier Heats a/e not ex- 
traordinary ; as alfo for that their Houfes are 
very cool, they are not fubjedt to thbfe Annoy- 
ances, which are very inconvenient to Pe6ple in 
France, S faint ^ Italy, where tb^ir keeping of 
Dead Bodies too/ long, would infedl the Air, 
and caufe a Peftilence. 
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Frife. 

B-Z/J, n^HO* the Laws, the Manners and 
-*• CuftonE^s cf the People, neighboring 
upon UoUmd, at leaft the Inhabitants of the 
Vmted ProviticeSt be the fame with thofe of the 
HoBanders^ 'tis to be obferv'd however, that the 
Counti^ of Fr(/e has particular Qualities, which 
diftinguifh it. The Paftures are better then in 
any other part of/ the Vmted-ProvinceSy which 
is the reafon that their Horfes are larger, and 
ftronger then in any' other parts of the Dutch 
Territories, This Province has no need of Fo- 
reign Succors to fupply "em with Corn i ' quite 
the contrary', ftie frequently fends Corn to her 
Neighbours, tho (he his no great extent of Ara- 
ble Lands> but the Soil i» fo Fertile, that one 
Year with another it yields a Hundred for one, 
and fometimes more > for every Grain fends up 
two or three Ears, which contain at leaft Forty 
or "Fifty Grains apiece: and the Straw is fo ftrong^ 
and thick* that the Horfes can hardly endure it 
for Litter. - 

The Cows which are of an extraordinary 
Largencfi, bring forth two Calves at a Birth, 
and the Sheep three Likibs ; for their Sheep are 
very large, and their Wooll very long, and chat 
%vhich is the greater wonder is this, that they 
Shear their Sheep twice a ^Year. ' They have 
neither Bears; nor Wolves, nor wild Buars 
mnong em, but only fome few Deer, and fome 

Goats. 



.Goats. Their Lakes and Rivers are cover'd with 
Swans, Geeie, and Wild Ducks. There is^ a» 
i(ifinite number of Mice that devour the Corn» 
and Worms as big as Siik- Worms, that come to 
have Wings in a little time after they frome out 
of the Earth, and eat the Corn in the Blade.

Homage of a Glove foil of Pepper, which (he 
fends to Aix by an Expre(s Commiffioner. 
As for Aix-la-Chafetley few People are igno- 
• rant that it is famous for" the Hot Springs near 
adjoyning to it, whither Infirm People refort for 
Cure from all parts at leaft, Fifty Leagues di- 
ftahr,. but every Body knows not how they caine 
to be difcovered. 

By the Ancient Records of this City we are

by which means they met with. Ipme Springs of 
Hot Water ; of which, when they came to un- 
derftand the Virmcs, the Emperor was relblv'd 
to Honor the Place with the Neighborhood of 
d City* Thereupon he built Aix-la-ChafeBe^ 
and ttiadeit the Place of hisufual Re/idence; 
withaly ottering that all the Emperors his Suc- 
ceflbrs (hould be Ctown'd there. However, 
it cannot be faid, that Charles the Great was 
the Founder of Aix, bat rather the Reftorer, 
feeing tbat.it had been a^ long time before de^ 
ftroy'd by Attlia. But certain it is that Charles 
Repaired it, .and Adorn d it with a Magnificent 
Palace, a fumptuous Church, and in a word, 
made it worthy to be the Refidence cf fo 
Great a Prince*
